Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 

On 22.06.2007, information about the presence of dreaded Pakistan trained terrorists of HUJI namely Jalaluddin and 
Naushad carrying lethal weapons and high explosives in Aminabad area of Lucknow city was received. They were to board a 
bus from Kaisarbagh bus stand in the night. Two teams under the leadership of Shri Avinash Mishra, Inspector STF and 
Shri B.M. Pal, SI reached Kaisarbagh at around 0015 hrs on 23.06.2007 to nab the terrorists. The first team took position at 
the southern tri-junction in front of the Residency and the other team was placed at the High Court tri-junction. After some 
time two persons carrying bags came by a rickshaw from the CMO office side. They got down the rickshaw. Shri Abhay 
Narain Shukla, Inspr., Shri Dharmesh Kumar Shahi, S.I. and other members of the first team moved cautiously towards them. 
They were exhorted to stop and surrender. One of them suddenly fired on the police party. Fortunately Shri A.N. Shukla & 
Shri D.K. Shahi, SI had a narrow escape. Both moved cautiously towards them in darkness. Both were within the firing range 
of the terrorists. They showed exemplary courage, sense of duty and also risked their lives. As the terrorist again fired on the 
police party, both the officers responded with controlled and calculated firing in self defence. It was clear by then that they 
were really dreaded terrorists and were armed with lethal weapons. The second team reached the spot for providing covering 
fire, if needed. Taking the advantage of prevailing darkness, using their vast experience Inspr. A.N. Shukla and SI D.K. Shahi 
approached towards the terrorists by risking their lives and showing great courage and valour with swiftness successfully 
nabbed both the dreaded terrorists. At that time, one of them was pulling the slide of a pistol and the other was taking out a 
loaded AK-47 from bag with an intention to open fire at the police party. 

The details of recoveries made by the police are as under:— 

1. One rifle AK-47, two magazine and 60 live Cartridges. 

2. One Star Pistol 7.62 bore, 02 live Cartridges and 4 empty shells of 7.62 bore. 

3. High explosive 9 Kg 

4. 10 Detonator 

5. 04 Timer alarm watch with 9 V Battery and wire 

6. 20 Hand Grenade 

In this encounter Shri Dharmesh Kumar Shahi, Sub Inspector displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion 
to duty of a high order. 

These awards are made for gallantry under Rule 4(i) of the Rules governing the award of Police Medal and 
consequently carries with it the special allowance admissible under Rule 5, with effect from 23/06/2007.

No. F.9-3/2017-U3(A)—Whereas, the Central Government is empowered under Section 3 of the University Grants 
Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of the UGC, an Institution of higher learning as an Institution 
Deemed to be University. 

2. And whereas, an application was received on 17.03.2017 for grant of Deemed to be University status under 
General Category to Chaitanya Degree College (Autonomous), Hanamkonda, Warangal, Telangana in the name of Chaitanya 
Institute of Science & Technology consisting of the following Departments under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956:— 

i. Department of Mathematics & Statistics (UG & PG Courses); 

ii. Department of Physics & Electronics (UG & PG Courses); 

iii. Department of Computer Science (UG & PG Courses); 

iv. Department of Chemistry (UG & PG Courses); 

v. Department of Biotechnology (UG & PG Courses); 

vi. Department of Biochemistry (UG & PG Courses); 
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vii. Department of Microbiology (UG & PG Courses); and 

viii. Department of Commerce & Business Management (UG & PG Courses). 

3. And whereas, the application was forwarded to UGC on 29.03.2017 for examination as per the UGC (Institutions 
Deemed to be Universities) Regulations, 2016 and sending its advice to this Ministry. 

4. And whereas, as per the provisions of the Regulations, an Expert Committee was constituted by UGC for on the 
spot assessment of the infrastructure and other facilities available with the Institution. Since the Institution is offering MBA 
& MCA Courses which are being regulated by All India Council for Technical Education (AICTE), AICTE also constituted a 
separate Expert Committee for the physical inspection of the Institution alongwith the UGC Expert Committee. Both the 
Committees visited the Institution during 14- 15th December, 2018 and recommended that Deemed to be University status to 
Chaitanya Degree College, Warangal may be given only after submission of compliance by the Institution on certain 
suggestions given by the Expert Committees. 

5. And whereas, the Institution submitted compliance report following to the decision of the Commission. The 
compliance report of the Institution has been verified by the Compliance Verification Committee of the UGC. The 
Committee recommended that Chaitanya Degree College, Warangal, Telangana may be granted Deemed to be University 
status as per the proposal. Further, the Commission resolved that the case will be re-considered after obtaining the action plan 
from the Institution about improving the quality of research & publications, and innovations. 

6. And further whereas, Chaitanya Degree College, Warangal, Telangana submitted the action plan which was 
assessed by the Expert Committee of UGC and recommended for conferment of Deemed to be University status to Chaitanya 
Degree College, Warangal, Telangana. The reports of the Committee were considered by the Commission in its 543rd 
meeting (Item No. 2.12) held on 9.8.2019 wherein the Commission approved the recommendations of the Committee for 
conferment of Deemed to be University status to Chaitanya Degree College, Warangal, Telangana in the name of ‘Chaitanya 
Institute of Technology & Science’ under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956. 

7. Now, therefore, on the advice of UGC, the Central Government, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 
of the UGC Act, 1956, hereby declare Chaitanya Degree College (Autonomous), Hanamkonda, Warangal, Telangana as an 
Institution Deemed to be University in the name of ‘Chaitanya Institute of Science & Technology’, Warangal, Telangana 
under general category for a provisional period of five years with prospective date. The said declaration is subject to the 
following conditions: 

i. The Kakatiya University, Warangal will disaffiliate Chaitanya Degree College within 30 days from the 
issuance of this Notification. The students admitted after this Notification will get Degree from the Deemed to 
be University. 

ii. The Deemed to be University status of ‘Chaitanya Institute of Science & Technology’, Warangal, Telangana 
shall be confirmed after five years based on their academic and performance report of the Institution and on 
the advice of the Commission, as per the provisions of the prevailing Regulations. 

iii. The entire moveable & immoveable assets will be legally transferred in the name of 'Chaitanya Institute of 
Science & Technology’, Warangal, Telangana within one year of this Notification. 

iv. ‘Chaitanya Institute of Science & Technology’, Warangal, Telangana shall adhere to the conditions contained 
in the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be Universities) Regulations, 2019, as amended from time to time. 

v. There shall be no diversion of assets or funds/revenues of the Institution Deemed to be University/or of its 
constituent teaching units, without prior permission of the UGC and Ministry of HRD. 

vi. ‘Chaitanya Institute of Science & Technology’, Warangal, Telangana shall not engage or indulge in any 
activities that are of commercial and profit making in nature. 

vii. The academic programmes to be offered at ‘Chaitanya Institute of Science & Technology’, Warangal, 
Telangana shall conform to the norms and standards prescribed by the UGC and the Statutory Councils/Bodies 
concerned. 

viii. ‘Chaitanya Institute of Science & Technology’, Warangal, Telangana shall start new academic 
Courses/Programmes, Off-Campus(es), Off-Shore Campus(es) only in accordance with the norms and 
guidelines issued by the UGC, from time to time, on the subject. 

ix. The students shall be admitted/enrolled in the name of Deemed to be University only after issuance of this 
Notification. 

x. ‘Chaitanya Institute of Science & Technology’, Warangal, Telangana shall take appropriate steps to 
commence research programmes as well as doctoral and innovative academic programmes. The Institute shall 
not keep confined only to presently new emerging areas but it make endeavour to expand in other areas in 
accordance with the UGC Regulations/Guidelines. 

xi. ‘Chaitanya Institute of Science & Technology’, Warangal. Telangana shall take all the required steps to get all 
the eligible academic courses/programmes rated for valid accreditation by National Board of Accreditation 
(NBA) and the Institute get valid accreditation by National Assessment and Accreditation Council (NAAC), 
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as the case may be, in terms of the provisions as contained in the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be 
Universities) Regulations, 2019, as amended from time to time. 

xii. All the prescribed norms and procedures of the Statutory Councils concerned in the matter of admission of 
students, intake capacity of students, renewal of approval to the academic course/programme, revision of 
intake capacity of students, starting of new courses/programmes, etc. shall continue to be in force, and shall be 
adhered to by ‘Chaitanya Institute of Science & Technology’, Warangal, Telangana. 

xiii. ‘Chaitanya Institute of Science & Technology’, Warangal, Telangana shall submit its Memorandum of 
Association (MoA)/Rules to UGC/MHRD for approval as per the provisions of the existing Regulations. As 
and when necessary, the Institute shall update or revise or modify its MoA/Rules, as per the provisions of the 
prevailing Regulations. 

xiv. ‘Chaitanya Institute of Science & Technology’, Warangal, Telangana shall follow the fee structure as per the 
Rules and Regulations of the UGC. 

xv. ‘Chaitanya Institute of Science & Technology’, Warangal, Telangana shall participate in annual Indian 
rankings issued by National Institutional Ranking Framework (NIRF) of this Ministry.
